The trial of Henry Nicolaus, 
charged with bribery, which was 
to have begun today in Judge 
Ryan’s court in St, Louis, was 
postponed until October ao, at the 
request of Circuit Attorney Folk 
“ It was impossible for me to 
take up the case,” said Circuit A t­ 
torney Folk. 
“ When we started 
with the Snyder trial last Monday 
morning I did not believe it would 
last longer than until Wednesday 
night; but we were at it all week 
and I have had no opportunity to 
prepare for the Nicolaus case. The 
case is one of such importance that 
I will not enter it without having 
made all due preparations.

MAY SEND TROOPS 


The Sitnation in the Anthracite 
Coal itegion. 


CONFER ON THE STRIKE 


Martial Law May Bp Deciared—The 
President Still IVorkiog on the 
Serious Problem. 


Regardless of every other ques­ 
tion before the American people, 
the president and his immediate 
advisors had but one subject in 
thought yesterday, and that was a 
plan for an early settlement of 
the coal strike in the anthracite 
regions. 
The 
president, Attorney Gen­ 
eral Knox, Secretary of the N avy 
Moody, Postmaster General Payne 
and Mr. Carroll D. Wright, the 
labor commissioner, were in con­ 
ference most of the day Sunday at 
the temporary W hite House. 
O f­ 
ficial declaration is made that the 
conclusions arrived at, if any, will 
not be made public for another day, 
or possibly longer. 
Parties to the conference will not 
discuss the matter in any form, 
either to state what has been or 
what has not been decided upon. 
Only one thing is certain, and that 
is that the president is more than 
ever 
determined 
that 
the 
coal 
famine must be averted by the re­ 
sumption of operations in the an­ 
thracite regions of Pennsylvania. 
The method by which this shall be 
accomplished is the official secret. 
Jui^t 
now 
attention 
is being 
turned to Gov. Stone, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
The 
president and 
his 
official advisers are convinced that 
it is up to the chief executive of 
the Keystone state to make the 
next move. 
It is indicated that 
this conviction of President Roose­ 
velt will be conveyed 
to Gov. 
Stone in no uncertain terms at 
once. 
While 
the 
president 
has 
no 
authority to declare martial law or 
to send federal troops into one of 
the states until requested to do so 
by the governor of that state, it is 
contended that the govercor need 
not resort to force before asking 
for federal assistance. 
It is only 
necesiary for him to declare when, 
in his judgment, he is unable to 
meet the situation with the forces 
at his command. 
Pressure will be 
brought to bear upon Gov. Stone 
to have him take some step at once. 
Should Gov. Slone declare that 
he is unable to control the situation, 
the way would then be open for 
the president to take control of 
affairs. 
If this condition arises, it 
is believed by those who have the 
confidence of the administration, 
that President 
Roosevelt 
would 
give the nation a new example of 
martial law operation. 
When federal troops go into the 
anthracite region, and it is now 
thought that this will be necessary, 
the affairs of the districts declared 
to be under martial law will be 
taken chaise of by the president, 
through military officers designated 
for the purpose ; the men wtio want 
to work will be given the oppor­ 
tunity ; wages will be fixed by the 
president, just as they would be by 
a court receiver, and the railroads 
and the operators would have noth­ 
ing to do but to carry out the in­ 
structions of the authorities. 
This might, in effect, be com­ 
pulsory arbitration, but it would 
result in the operation of the mines, 
and that is the *oae’ thing that the 
president has determined upon. 
It is believed that the operators 
will 
be 
billing 
to 
submit 
their case tQ arbitration rather than 
allow the president to take full 
charge of the mines, under martial 
law, as they know he has authority 
to do, should Gov. Stone appeal 
for federal assistance. This knowl­ 
edge of the operators may induce 
them to reconsider their action and 
agree to some form of arbitration 
as a settlement of the existing diffi­ 
culty.

‘‘In terested crowd s have 
d aily 
watelied this ex pert boy at the blower 
in the hope that his aim might prove 
false an d the meteoric blazin g bit of 
steel d rop sizzlin g in to the pools'of 
water in the cellar, but the boy at the 
blower has fooled the crowd . 
It is 
this way; 
“The steel skeleton floors of the 
build in g are about 200 by 50 feet. 
The boy, witli his little blast-furn ace, 
occupies a position in the cen ter of 
the floor where the work is goin g on . 
The spaces between the gird ers are 
too wid e for him to step to the gan g 
of w'orkmen who hammer the red -hot 
bolts in to the con n ectin g en d s of the 
frame work, an d their 
position 
chan ges too frequen tly to go to the 
trouble of layin g d own a path of 
board s. So the bov seizes the small, 
blazin g lump of red -hot steel in his 
ton gs an d iliugs it right at the work­ 
men , perhaps 30 to 40 feet away, as 
on e boy flin gs a ball to an other. On e 
of the workmen will catch thc^’missile 
in an empty n ail keg as cleverly as the 
boy throws it, an other takes it out 
with a pair of ton gs, an d in a few sec­ 
on d s it is in place an d hammered hard 
an d fast as a bolt in a boiler.
